holidays, for example, Easter and Australia Day. 


Trend estimates are shown for some series in which the seasonally 
adjusted series have been smoothed to reduce the impact of the 
irregular component.

Changes in industry 
practices mean that almost all raw steel is now used to produce Blooms and Slabs using continuous casting tnethads.
